Briefs or 
memoranda, if any, in support thereof should accompany or be embodied 
in the petition; and where facts are to be proven, the proof in the form of 
affidavits or declarations (and exhibits, if any) must accompany the 
petition. 
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Similarly, section 711.03(c) of the MPEP states, 

Where an applicant contends that the application is not in fact abandoned 
(e.g., there is disagreement as to the sufficiency of the reply, or as to 
controUing dates), a petition under 37 CFR 1.181(a) requesting withdrawal 
of the holding of abandonment is the appropriate course of action, and 
such petition does not require a fee. 

As required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.181(b), the undersigned representative sets forth a 
statement of the facts below and requests withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in 
the above-identified application and consideration of the timely filed response. 

STATEMENT OF THE FACTS 

1 . On September 20, 2004, applicants timely filed a "Response to 
Election/Restriction Requirement" ("the Response") together with a request and fee for 
five months extension of time extending the period for response to September 20, 2004, 
[September 19^^ being a Sunday] in response to an Office Action mailed March 19, 2004 . 
(Copy of the Response and accompanying documents are attached as Exhibit A). 

2. The Response was filed via Express Mail pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1 .10, and 
said Response was deposited with the United States Postal Service (USPS) on 
September 20, 2004 as is indicated by the hand written "date-in" field on the Express 
Mail receipt as well as the "date-in" stamp on the receipt. (Copy of the Express Mail 
receipt is attached as Exhibit B). 

3. Applicant accompanied the Response with a self-addressed stamped 
postcard to confirm receipt. As indicated on the return postcard, the Patent and 
Trademark Office stamped a "date-in" of September 20, 2004 on the postcard. (Copy of 
the fi-ont and back of the postcard is attached hereto as Exhibit C). 

4. Notwithstanding the timely filing of the Response, a Notice of 
Abandonment was improperly issued and mailed on September 22, 2004 in the above- 
identified applicafion. The undersigned attomey discovered the existence of the improper 
Notice of Abandonment when the Notice of Abandonment was received in his office on 
September 24, 2004, and this Pefition is being filed promptly and in a timely manner 
thereafter. 
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CONCLUSION 

Based on the above-identified facts and attached exhibits, the undersigned 
representative respectfully requests that the improper Notice of Abandonment be 
withdrawn and the Response filed be considered.

1 (original) A method for managing a financial services delivery system component, 
comprising: 

receiving a management request from an external system management component 
relative to a managed component; 

translating the management request into a specific command relative to the managed 
component; 

executing the command via an interface published by the managed component; and 
providing a response to the management request. 

2. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein receiving the management request further 
comprises receiving the request by a management protocol agent. 

3. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein receiving the management request further 
comprises receiving the request via an external interface. 

4. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein translating the management request further 
comprises translating the request by a management protocol agent. 

5. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein translating the management request further 
comprises translating the request from a remote system management protocol into the specific 
command. 

6. (original) The method of claim 5, wherein translating the management request further 
comprises translating the request into at least one of an inquiry command, a stop command, and a 
start command. 
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7. (original) The method of claim 5, wherein translating the management request further 
comprises translating the request into the specific command for a command dispatch agent. 

8. (original) The method of claim 7, wherein translating the management request further 
comprises sending the translated command to the command dispatch agent. 

9. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein executing the command further comprises 
obtaining the managed component from a component registry. 

10. (original) The method of claim 9, wherein executing the command further comprises 
obtaining the managed component from the component registry by a command dispatch agent. 

1 1 . (original) The method of claim 9, wherein executing the command further comprises 
registering the managed component with the component registry. 

12. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein executing the command further comprises 
dispatching the command to the managed component. 

13. (original) The method of claim 1 2, wherein dispatching the command further comprises 
dispatching the command to the managed component by a command dispatch agent. 

1 4. (original) The method of claim 1 3, wherein dispatching the command by the command 
dispatch agent further comprises sending an inquire command to the managed component. 

15. (original) The method of claim 13, wherein dispatching the command by the command 
dispatch agent further comprises sending one of a stop command and a start command to the 
managed component. 

1 6. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein executing the command further comprises 
collecting at least one instrument owned by the managed component. 

17. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein executing the command further comprises 
inquiring about a value of at least one instrument owned by the managed component. 

18. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein executing the command further comprises 
obtaining a status of at least one instnunent owned by the managed component.

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19. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein providing the response further comprises 
providing the response to the external system management component. 

20. (original) The method of claim 19, wherein providing the response further comprises 
providing the status of at least one instrument owned by the managed component to the external 
system management component. 

21 . (original) The method of claim 19, wherein providing the response further comprises 
providing an acknowledgment of one of a stop command and a start command for the managed 
component to the external system management agent. 

22. (original) The method of claim 19, wherein providing the response further comprises 
providing the response via an external interface. 

23. (original) The method of claim 22, wherein providing the response further comprises 
providing the response by a management protocol agent. 

24. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein providing the response further comprises 
translating the response into a remote management system protocol format for an external system 
management component. 

25. (original) The method of claim 24, wherein providing the response further comprises 
translating the response by a management protocol agent.

44. (original) A system for managing a financial services delivery system component, 
comprising: 

means for receiving a management request from an external system management 
component relative to a managed component; 

means for translating the management request into a specific command relative to the 
managed component; 
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means for executing the command via an interface published by the managed component; 

and 

means for providing a response to the management request. 

45. (original) The system of claim 44, wherein the means for receiving the management 
request further comprises means for receiving the request by a management protocol agent. 

46. (original) The system of claim 44, wherein the means for receiving the management 
request further comprises means for receiving the request via an external interface. 

47. (original) The system of claim 44, wherein the means for translating the management 
request further comprises means for translating the request by a management protocol agent. 

48. (original) The system of claim 44, wherein the means for translating the management 
request further comprises means for translating the request from a remote system management 
protocol into the specific command. 

49. (original) The system of claim 48, wherein the means for translating the management 
request further comprises means for translating the request into at least one of an inquiry 
command, a stop command, and a start command. 

50. (original) The system of claim 48, wherein the means for translating the management 
request further comprises means for translating the request into the specific command for a 
command dispatch agent. 

51 . (original) The system of claim 50, wherein the means for translating the management 
request further comprises means for sending the translated command to the command dispatch 
agent. 

52. (original) The system of claim 44, wherein the means for executing the command further 
comprises means for obtaining the managed component from a component registry. 
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53. (original) The system of claim 52, wherein the means for executing the command further 
comprises means for obtaining the managed component from the component registry by a 
command dispatch agent. 

54. (original) The system of claim 52, wherein the means for executing the command further 
comprises means for registering the managed component with the component registry. 

55. (original) The system of claim 44, wherein the means for executing the command further 
comprises means for dispatching the command to the managed component. 

56. (original) The system of claim 55, wherein the means for dispatching the command 
further comprises means for dispatching the command to the managed component by a command 
dispatch agent. 

57. (original) The system of claim 56, wherein the means for dispatching the command by 
the command dispatch agent further comprises means for sending an inquire command to the 
managed component. 

58. (original) The system of claim 56, wherein the means for dispatching the command by 
the command dispatch agent further comprises means for sending one of a stop command and a 
start command to the managed component. 

59. (original) The system of claim 44, wherein the means for executing the command further 
comprises means for collecting at least one instrument owned by the managed component. 

60. (original) The system of claim 44, wherein the means for executing the command further 
comprises means for inquiring about a value of at least one instrument owned by the managed 
component. 

61 . (original) The system of claim 44, wherein the means for executing the command further 
comprises means for obtaining a status of at least one instrument owned by the managed 
component.
